Around the turn of this century, 
the Colonel was again in his ascend- 
ancy, and his uniform consisted of 
mutton-chop whiskers, a broad- 
brimmed hat, a broadcloth Prince 
Albert suit, love for the Democratic 
Party and a quart of bourbon 
whiskey. 

Alas, in this sad day of decline for 
Kentucky Colonels, due to the en- 
croachment of Yankee ideas and cus- 
toms, about the only portion of any 
of those uniforms left is a quart bottle 
of bourbon whiskey, which is not 
even sold in saloons or dipped from 
barrel any more, but which will be 
found in show cases at the drugstore 
next to razor blades, cosmetics, and 
perfumes.

Under section 2711a-205, Kentucky

or by special permission of ‘his com- 
manding officer, any uniform or part 
thereof.
